“As futile as a grand jury present- 
ment” is a sad simile. But too often 
apt. 

Grand jury presentments can be,. 
and usually are, formidable documents. 
They are seldom read in their entirety 
by the taxpayer, the stockholder in the 
firm on which the presentments are a 
report. They are less frequently fol- 
lowed by the board of directors, the 
governing agency which can, and in 
most cases should, carry out the rec- 
ommendations. 

The presentments of the March- 
April Fulton County jury are Jengthy 
—and highly significant. They should 
be read by every taXpayer, every citi- 
zen in the county.” For the jury in ef- 
fect charges extravagance of manage- 
ment, or even mismanagement, in coun- 
ty government. 

Specific allegations are overstaffing 
and overpay of county employees gen- 
erally, overstaffing in the civil service 
or personnel office and in the tax as- 
sessment office, the absence of an inde- 
pendent audit of county finances and a 
gross overstaffing in the tax office in 
connection with consolidation of city 
and county tax offices and installation 
of business machines in the new office. 

‘The jurors charge that the instal- 
lation of machinery which promised a 
reduction in personnel has actually 
brought a substantial increase in the 
tax office payroll. 

We would be unfair in using the 
phrase “management” without referring 
to the specific presentment entitled 
“County Manager.” In this section the 
jurye reaffirms its faith in the county 
manager system and says, “We hold 
Mr. A. E. Fuller, county manager, in 
highest esteem and recommend that the 
Board of Commissioners delegate to 
him without interference the full au- 
thority, expressed and implied, under 
the County Manager Law.” 

One need not be astute to read into 
the presentment the thought that Coun- 
ty Manager Fuller %& handicapped by 
political interference and that when 
principles of good administration and 
political motives clash, the best inter- 
ests of the taxpaying stockholder go to 
smash. 

Let Fulton Countians read the pre- 
sentments. The report is on their busi- 
ness, their tax money is at stake.

~ Mental Illness Is 
Problem for Us All 


-Georgia’s first public dppeal for 
funds to support services for mental 
illness is in progress. It goes without 
question that it deserves complete and 
full co-operation. 

Like cancer and many other ail- 
ments that were so long shrouded in 
secrecy, mental illness today is begin- 
ning to be recognized as a disease that 
cah touch anybody—not a disgrace. It 
can be cured, especially if detected be- 
fore progressive deterioration creates a 
hopeless situation. 

The National Association of Mental 
Health reports that at least 9,000,000 
American citizens are suffering from 
mental or emotional disorders. At the 
present rate, one out of every 12 chil- 
dren born each year will need to go to 
a mental hospital sometime during his 
lifetime because of severe mental dis- 
turbances. 


The stresses and strains of modern’ 


society and the tensions they produce 
in human mechanisms not geared for 
thém are resulting in more and more 
inmates of mental hospitals. 

Here in Georgia we already know 
that the problem is acute. The institu- 
tion at Milledgeville is one of the Aarg- 
est in the nation. And yet the agencies 
for prevention, for education and re- 
search, for counseling and guidance are 
practically nil. 

~In the nation there are more pa- 
tients in mental hospitals than in all 
others combined, and yet there is no 
concerted national program and no ade- 
quate state programs to grapple with 
the problem. The economic losses are 
incalculable and the social problems re- 
sulting are staggering. 


“Funds for research and treatment, 


now being provided through federal 
agencies have been drastically reduced. 
State funds, too, are limited. It -is, 
therefore, in the hands of the public. 


We Must Trade, Too, 
In Order to Prosper 


.There’s no doubt about it. If the 
United States is to maintain its leader- 
ship of free peoples, if we are to de- 
mand that our Allies who must trade 
to. live embargo goods to Iron Curtain 
countries, and if we are to maintain 
our own prosperity at home, we must 


adopt a long-range program to break 
down trade barriers between the free 
nations. 

Since 1870, the United States has 
had a favorable trade balance. For 
more than 80 years we have thus ex- 
ported more than we have imported. 
The results are to be found at Fort 
Knox, Ky., where we have stored al- 
most all the world’s supply of gold. 


They can also be seen in our continued 


gifts of dollars to foreign countries in 
order that they may buy our goods. 

With the most highly developed 
production facilities in the world’s his- 
tory, with constantly improving and 
expanding manufacturing plants, and 
with ever-growing farm. production, 
the people of the United States cannot 
consume our entire output. We, too, 
must trade if we are to continue to 
prosper. 

The Simpson Bill now under con- 
sideration as a substitute for the Recip- 
rocal Trade Act is a high-tariff meas- 
ure. It would undermine President 
Eisenhower’s “trade not aid” plans. It 
would destroy the ambitious program 
undertaken by the British Common- 
wealth to initiate a free-world eco- 
nomic program that would take the 
edge off ambitious Communist moves 
to wreak havoc with the free world’s 
efforts to attain self-sufficiency. 

>The Simpson Bill is just a begin- 
ning. Selfish groups who think only 
of their immediate gains are launching 
plans to scuttle all reciprocal programs 
and to send the nation down the fatal 
road of the 1920s into economic and 
political isolation. 

In New York on Oct. 16, 1952, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower asked, ’ Have we the 
vision to triumph over the temptations 
of economic nationalism and to wel- 
come full, equitable trade with our 
Allies?” 

The answer is in the hands of Con- 
gress. And, frankly, there’s little evi- 
dence that an affirmative reply will be 
forthcoming to Ike’s question.

The new Junior Achievement cham- 
pion of the nation is a 17-year-old 
Hartford, Conn., boy, William Mul- 
vaney, who succeeded in convincing the 
judges that his Glo-Drum Enterprises 
is the best in the 1953 JA setup. Glo- 
Drum makes lamps for the nursery. 

“But the real winner,’ The New 
York Times comments, “is the Ameri- 
can economic system, under which 
‘youngsters can set up their own busi- 
nesses, sell stock and experience on a 
small scale all the merchandising and 
manufacturing problems that beset 
adult companies that do not play for 
marbles.

British-Red Trade 
Poses UN Problem 


WASHINGTON—Gradually and with. une 
ashamed frankness, the British are.con- 
ceding they think it is more important for 
them to continue their trade with Com- 
munist countries than to help the United 
States put economic pressure on the Soviet 
Union ated as the latter supplies to Red 
China guris and munitions with which to kill 
American boys in Korea. 

What is much worse, the evidence now 
indicates that the Department of State feels 
helpless to change the Allied point of view. 

This has just been un- 
covered in testimony 
before congressional 
committees, and _ it 
points up as a para- 


mount issue whether the / 


Eisenhower administra- 
tion intends to use its 
diplomatic influence ef- 
fectively and whether 
Congress will use its 
appropriations to make 
sure that an embargo 
on all trade with Communist countries is 
inaugurated. 

Great Britain today sends no strategic 
materials to Red China but admits send- 
ing them to the Soviet Union and hides be- 
hind the fiction that Communist Russia is 
not “‘legally’’ an aggressor. 

Recently a letter appeared in a Wash- 
ington newspaper which was written pre- 
sumably by someone connected with one 
of the British Commonwealth embassies. 
He said: 

“The British have to live with—and, to 
a certain extent, by—trade with the Soviet 
bloc. They sell rubber to the U. S. S. R. 
and the European satellites, and refuse to 
sell it to Communist China, as a part of a 
policy which recognizes their need for 
grains and timber from the European So- 
viet bloc; which looks to the ‘legal’ situa- 
tion in which Red China is an ‘aggressor’ 
under the UN resolution but the U. S. S. R. 
is not. 

‘‘Like all compromises, the balanee they 
strike may seem inconsistent, and may, in 
fact, be inconsistent or stupid or wrong. 
But it is their official policy in a matter of 
great delicacy.’’ 

Surely this is a matter of ‘“‘great deli- 
cacy”’ for the parents and relatives of the 
more than 130,000 American boys who have 
become casualties in Korea. One wonders 
when the British government will discover 
it is more important to put economic pres- 
sure on the Communist countries and bring 
the ‘‘cold war” to an end than to seek 
profits no matter where they can be ob- 
tained. 

Out of the five to six billions of eco 
nomic aid about to be voted by Congress to 
foreign countries, some few millions might 
be ‘‘earmarked’’ to buy the timber Britain 
needs and to absorb the freight expense 
from distant points and thus aid in every 
way to achieve the ‘“‘sensible balance’’ the 
British want. It would cost $800,000,000 a 
year to buy up the East-West trade. The 
American people would gladly pay it to end 
the ‘‘cold war.’’ It might even replace some 
other $800,000,000 item in the foreign- aid 
—

Dulles Retreats 
From Leadership 


WASHINGTON—Not long since, after 
the death of Josef Stalin, Secretary of State 
Dulles said very felicitously—and we may 
hope prophetically—that ‘‘the Eisenhower 
Era begins as the Stalin Era ends.’ By 
this, the secretary 
seemed to be saying 
that this is the hour 
when the ideals which 
this country cherishes, 
symbolized at this time 
in President Eisenhow- 
er’s own beliefs, can 
move toward the as- 
cendency in the world. 
Broadly, the triumph of 
freedom over totalitar- 

aa >: lan tyranny. That 
means neo the recognition of our leader- 
ship to bring peace on honorable terms, 
and then to achieve disarmament through 
collective action in the United Nations and 
to divert billions now spent for arms to 
improve the lot of people everywhere. 

Secretary Dulles certainly shares those 
ideals. As Secretary of State, it falls upon 
him to direct our policy. That requires 
not only firm purpose and affirmative lead- 
ership, but constant evidence of his own 
belief in the aims we seek. 

It has been discouraging, consequently, 
to see Secretary Dulles consistently assume 
the role of ‘‘faintheart’’ in his presentation 
of administration policies to Congress for 
implementation. His purpose obviously is 
conciliation and appeasement of dissident 
elements within his own party. But they 
are not to be won over, however much he 
cajoles. In making pacifying overtures to 
them, he seems to compromise the admin- 
istration’s position before our own people 
and the world. And that can have a dis- 
heartening effect, as it appears already to 
have done in some areas. 

His most recent gesture of this sort was 
on the reciprocal trade program for nego- 
tiating the lowering of tariffs and trade 
barriers. In pleading for an extension of 
the law for a single year and appointment

of a commission to recommend future for-’ 


eign trade policy, itself a compromise, the 
secretary promised, when he appeared be- 
fore the House ways and means commit- 
tee, that there would be no major recip- 
rocal trade agreements to lower tariffs dur- 
ing the year of extension. In short, the 
program would mean nothing anyhow. 

But the secretary’s pledge does not tend 

to encourage our Allies, especially in West- 
ern Europe, who look to him—and to us— 
for some assurance that we are willing to 
open markets for them. Indeed, they must 
have them if they are to become self-suf- 
ficient economically. 
\ Similarly, Secretary Dulles has _ been 
lukewarm about the Point Four program 
of help for underdeveloped nations. This 
aid was stressed by President Eisenhower 
in his recent speech to the American So- 
ciety of Newspaper Editors here and cre- 
ated .much good will for us, at little cost, 
all over the world.

Shift of Enterprise, Power Changing 
Dixie Into Land of Booming Industry

NEW ORLEANS—A great surge of en- 
terprise and power, a mighty shift of busi- 
ness from the North to the South, is trans- 
forming the old, traditional Southern tier 
of states from the 
Dixie which was long 
content to be. pictur- 
esque and put-upon by 
the Yankees into a new 
industrial region. 

War industries and 
military works’ which 
were set up in the 
South certainly left per- 
manent physical assets 
on the ground. In this 
respect, and to an in- — 
definite extent, a portion of the war debt 
may be‘counted as a profitable investment 
by the whole nation, and not as a lost eco- 
nomic cost of war. 

But the physical plant of the new in- 
dustrial South, best seen from the air in 
New Orleans, Shreveport, Fort Worth, 
Dallas, El Paso, Phoenix and Tucson, is 
not the only measure of the change. 

I worked in Dallas in 1915 handling copy 
which was trickling in from the press camp 
at the head of General Pershing’s cavalry 
column. The censor was a cavalry cap- 
tain named George Patton and the pilot 
who flew the first dispatches ever delivered 


-by air was a lieutenant named , Benny 


Foulois who later became Chief of Air and 
made the mistake of assuring Franklin D. 
Roosevelt that the Air Force could fly the 
mails. Twelve pilots were killed proving 
that they weren’t up to it. 

In 1915, Dallas and Fort Worth were 
ugly, dusty trading posts of an area which 
was just beginning to turn from cotton to 
oil. Oklahoma was a primitive, muddy 
frontier whose capital, then Guthrie, had 
been blown up by the explosion of an oil 
tanker on a Sante Fe siding. 

The six-gun still was influential in social 
matters as my immediate predecessor in 
the UP’s Dallas bureau learned on his first 


day in town. 


dead on the floor. It appeared the barber 
had been méssing with the other man’s 
folks. The incident caused no great com- 
motion. 

Fort Worth and Dallas now are huge 
modern cities whose very atmosphere pro- 
claims power. In 1943, great airplane fac- 
tories were pushing out ships and miscel- 
laneous other activities were humming, and 
the growth in commerce and population 
continues. 

The oil towns stretching west to the 
Pecos atop the fabulous Permian Basin 
around Odessa are rich and busy. Wages 
are high and tthe new houses of the whole 
area are, on the average, the best that an 
equal number of industrial employees ever 
lived in. They may be small but each one 
is a home on its own lot, with washing 
machine, refrigerator, modern plumbing 
and cheap automatic heat. 

New Orleans has recovered from politi- 
cal and personal wounds inflicted in the 
dangerous rise of Huey Long to challenge 
Roosevelt in a dictator’s revolution that 
started as a mere scrap over patronage. 

Like the war, the Long regime left sub- 
stantial assets in the way of bridges, high- 
ways, hospitals and schools. Now old 
grudges have been squared or compro- 
mised and the. port. of New Orleans is be- 
coming to South American commerce and 
culture what New York has been to Europe. 

President Eisenhower came to New Or- 
leans Jast year and made a speech at In- 
ternational .House, a private institution or- 
ganized by the businessmen to promote 
commerce with Latin America. He summed 
things up when he said: 

“If there exists a city in the United 
States which has fully grasped the signifi- 
cance of world trade, that city is New Or- 
leans. International House is a majestic 
symbol of understanding.”

‘“‘All men live lives of quiét desperation,” 
said Thoreau. That takes a bit of thinking 
to comprehend. When first you look at it 
your inclination is to doubt the truth of the 
statement, but then as you become familiar 
with lives, many different lives, as a mine 
ister does who listens to % Ree 
the voices of those who 
are traveling the road 
with him, you become 


‘convinced this is a word 


of wisdom. 

The average adult 
experiences at least 
thgee types of despeéra- 
tidn. The first is the 
struggle to survive 
physically; the plain old 
bread-and-butter prob- 3 
lem of securing. the necessities of life for 
yourself and those who come to depend 
upon you for various reasons. 

It is hard to know what is necessary 
and what is moderate luxury in our compli- 
cated modern life. It is written, ‘‘Man 
shall not live by bread alone.” 

The. second desperation is to establish 
and maintain one’s relationship and con- 
tacts with people in a satisfactory way. I 
am not even saying this means making a 
great many friends, but it does mean mak- 
ing some friends, and it means having the 
respect of family and friends. 

This struggle is greater for some than 
for others. The person who has been fortu- 
nate in his family and has grown up wiih 
a sense of belonging, of loving and being 
loved, seems not to have much trouble 
with this problem. 

However, great numbers of people are 
not fortunate in this: respect. They feel 
insecure and afraid all their lives. Conse- 
quently, they always feel the world 1s 
against them, so they carry on a war with 
people they know, especially with people 
who have contré!l over them. 

The third desperation which all men 
think about and attempt to meet in various 
ways is that final experience which we 
call death. Thinkers have had much to say 


* about this experience but none have found 


a way of avoiding it. 

The experience of death means different 
things to different people, but few of us 
who are not so desperate as to be judged 
‘‘sick’”’ hasten to meet it. 

Religion has much to say of all these 
areas of desperation. In the past it has 
spoken at length upon the third. Now it is 
coming to realize that the solution of the 
third probably turns upon the second, upon 
how we get along with people. 

A famous psychiatrist said, ‘‘We are the 
products of our interpersonal relationships.’’ 
We are the product of the people we have 
met: our parents, brothers, sisters, play- 
mates, teachers, fellow workers, employers, 
employees, associates and friends. 

They make us what we are and we in 
turn make them what they are and the 
degree of desperation in our lives may be 
traced to how we get along with people.

Actor Lionel Stander 


Actor Balks 
At Red Quiz, 
Cites Oaths 


NEW YORK, May 6—(P—Lionel 
Stander, gravel-voiced movie and 
stage comedian, angrily refused 
‘to tell congressional investigators 
today whether he was a Com- 
munist in the late 1930s but later 
told a reporter he never had be- 
longed to the party. 

‘IT would not swear to this be- 
fore the committee because the 
perjured testimony of stool 
Pigeons and psychopathic quacks 
might carry more weight in a 
court room than my _ word,” 
Stander growled. ‘‘I might be con- 
victed of perjury.” 


COURT PROBE 

Before leaving the federal 
court room where the House un- 
American activities committee is 
conducting hearing on commu- 
nism, the 43-year-old Stander 
stood on his constitutional rights 
in refusing to say whether he 
was a party member in the 30’s. 

But he did shout, with his face 
flushing : 

‘I’m not a Communist today 
and, if you ask me, I wasn’t a 
Communist yesterday. I swore 
that before your committee in 
1940, to a Los Angeles grand jury 
which cleared me of these 
charges. to the United States Air 
Force and the Royal Canadian 
Air Force. How many times do I 
have to answer this question?” 


ON BLACKLIST 

He said he had been ‘‘black- 
listed’’ from radio, television and 
movies since 1951 because of 
testimony before the committee 
connecting him with the Com- 
munist Party. He said he had 
been unable to get a hearing be- 
fore the committee until today. 

Another witness was Song Writ- 
er Jay Gorney, composer of the 
depression days hit tune, ‘‘Broth- 
er, Can You Spare a Dime?” He 
refused to say whether he is now 
or ever was a Communist.

Nurse Sue Fussell Attends Mrs. D. P. Duke 


Mitchell Nurses’ Home. 
Pleases Hospital Staff 


This is the 23d.in a series of on-the-spot reports on Georgia’s 
Hill-Burton hospitals in operation a year or more.

CAMILLA, May 6—Just about the only thing that 
lures nurses away from Mitchell County Hospital and the 
pretty, red brick, $43,000 nurse 

O. B. Hardy, administrator of games 


the hospital, said the nurses’ 
home is partly responsible for the 


hospital’s success since it has é 
helped solve the personnel prob- 3 


lem. 
He said only six nurses have 


left the hospital—and four of #3 


them left to get married. 


‘“‘We have a high marriage rate 
among our nurses,”’ he noted. 


The nine-bedroom home for =: 


nurses was built with federal, 
state and local funds under the 
Hill-Burton Act ‘‘as a kind of ex- 
periment,’’ Hardy said. The 
$268,000 Mitchell County Hospital, 
also a Hill-Burton project, was 
opened Sept. 11, 1949, and the 
nurses’ home was completed soon 
afterward. 

Hardy explained the home was 
built to determine if an attractive 
home for nurses near a hospital 
would help prevent a rapid turn- 
over in the hospital’s nursing per- 
sonnel. It was one of the first 
nurses’ homes in the county built 
under the Hill-Burton program. 
Hardy said he believes the home 
has proved ‘‘a success.” 

E. J. Vann Jr., chairman of the 
hdspital authority, agreed with 
Hardy that ‘‘a certain amount of 
the success of the hospital can be 
attributed to our nurses’ home.” 


ADEQUATE STAFF \ 

The 32-bed hospital has seven 
graduate nurses, four practical 
nurses, four nurses’ aides and 
four high @chool girls who are 
training as nurses. 

Hardy said the hospital is ade- 
quately staffed with nurses—and 
at times is even ‘‘overstaffed.”’ 


Mitchell County Hospital has 
been ‘‘breaking even’’ since its 
first six months of operation 
(when there was a $5,000 deficit). 
The hospital changed adminis- 
trators at that time, and Hardy, 
who also is a laboratory and 
X-ray technician, managed to 
balance the income and outgo. 


Operating expenses last year 
totaled’ about $110,000—and _in- 
come was slightly more than 
that. But no depreciation was 
charged. 

The number of patients using 
the hosiptal has grown so stead- 
ily that an 18-bed addition is 
planned. The addition, which is 
expected to cost about $129,000, 
also will include a new emergen- 
cy room, a minor operating room 
and a conference room. Con- 
struction under the Hill-Burton 
Act will begin this summer. 


65 PCT. OCCUPANCY 

Hardy said the occupancy rate 
of the hospital was about 25 per- 
cent the first year, but it is now 
about 65 percent. He said all 
beds have been filled at times, 
and additional beds were placed 
in the halls. | 

Camilla had no hospital facili- 
ties before the hospital was built. 
People here went to Albany, 
Thomasville or Pelham for hospi- 
talization. The new hospital not 
only draws patients from Mitchell 
County but all surrounding coun- 
ties as well. Many patients from 
nearby Pelham now come to the 
hospital here. 

Three physicians have come to 
Camilla and Pelham to practice 
because of the Mitchell hospital. 
Dr. E. M. Walker of Pelham, 
president of the staff, said the 
hospital was one of the main 
reasons he decided to practice in 
Mitchell County. 

Dr. Walker said the hospital 
here “probably has more and 
better equipment than any other 
hospital in this section.” ~~ 

Board Chairman Vann said the 
high quality of medical care pro- 
vided in the hospital is one of 
the main reasons the people of 
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O. B. Hardy E. J. Vann Jr. 
this area are utilizing the hos- 
pital facilities. He added the 
people here are’‘‘so well pleased 
that very few of them go to out- 
of-town hospitals.”’ 

Hospital rates range from $6 
a day for a ward bed to $10 a 
day for a private room and bath. 
Hardy said about 60 per cent of 
the patients have some form of 
hospitalization insurance.

Commissioner Charlie Brown submitted for the 


county government a comprehensive and states- 
manlike plan. It provides in full for the alloca- 
tion of all funds now in sight from city, county, 
state and federal governmente—a total of ap- 
proximately $20,000,000. 

It revealed an understanding and sympathetic 
interest in the needs of al] parts of the county, 
especially of the downtown area which is choking 
for lack of traffic arteries. 

It conceded to Mayor Hartsfield his pet one- 
block plaza project over the railroad tracks, but 
at the same time it set the goal of covering all 


the downtown canyon and not just a small seg- 
ment of it. 


This report is published in full elsewhere 


in today’s Journal. It is worthy of careful study 
by every citizen. 
Mayor Hartsfield, speaking for the city, showed 


little interest in the major problem of traffic 
relief. He concentrated on the bit of plaza be- 
tween Whitehall and Pryor sts.

Misery Is Parents’ Claim 
To Distinction, Attention 


DEAR MARY HAWORTH: I am one of six children, reared 
in an isolated midwestern town, in an extremely unhappy home, 
ruled by a father whom I hated—a weak, overly aggressive char- 
acter who hasn’t supported his family since I can remember. 


My parents were college edu- 
cated. My mother was a true 
martyr, svho sacrificed her very 
self for her selfish husband and 
spoiled but miserable children. 
I was a depressed, introverted 
girl beset by anxieties and qui- 
cidal desires, even after I 


gained the desperate courage to 
‘strike out on my own. Finally, 
I sought and found psychiatric 
help. 

Three years ago I married 
and now, in my mid-twenties, 
I have contentment. The crux 
of my problem is that my par- 
ents are living alone now, 
friendless, as joyless as ever. 
Their spirit is broken, they 
have no inner resources and are 
low in funds. 

They desperately need psy- 
chiatric help to replace their 
destructive attitudes with 
healthy ones, if they are to have 
any peace in their remaining 
years. But I am so sensitive 
to their condition that I can’t 
bring myself to speak to them 
of their unhappiness and recom- 


mend psychiatry, much less to 
advocate state hospital care, 
beneficial as it might be in the 
long run. Should I let things 
ride, or take the bull by the 


horns? C. C. 

DEAR C. C.: Your heart is 
rung with pity for your parents’ 
plight chiefly because of their 
helpless, hopeless attitude, I 
think. At the core of their 
morbidity is the fact that un- 
consciously they reject help. 
Misery is their claim to dis- 
tinction—their bid for attention. 

For obscure reasons asso- 
ciated with a_  guilt-complex, 
they contrive a joyless exist- 
ence, as if to square things with 
their conscience by continually 
atoning for being alive. 

What to do in the circum- 
stances? If you can muster the 
courage, you might preach the 


gospel of psychiatric therapy to — 


them. Tell them that help for 
their broken spirits can be 
found, tf they will but seek and 
knock and ask—as Jesus in- 
structed the needful to do.

that fiery period of the teens 
we want them and their friends 
in some one’s home rather than 
roaming the highways and bars. 

Drive them away under 6, 
and you drive them, and your 
own, away at 16. 

This does not mean _ you 
should turn your home over to 
the neighborhood and walk out. 
CODE OF CONDUCT 

Make it clear always, to your 
child and the mob, what is per- 
missible and, even more con- 
cretely, what is not.

Tabby Slave Cabin 
Keeps ‘Haints’ Away

Slave Tabby, the last remaining of a group of slave quarters 
built a century ago at St. Simons Island, is still ‘‘in character’ 
despite a bit of face-lifting and redecorating. 


The structure, historical in its 
own right, was built on Re- 
treat Plantation, now the site of 
the Sea Island Golf Club. Re- 
treat Plantation, its owners and 


history is one of the most in- 
teresting of the coastal area. 


, Seed planted there in 1786 began 


Georgia’s famous cotton indus- 
try. 

Two coastal matrons, Mrs. 
Charles Gowen of St. Simons 
and Mrs. R. L. Lane, an Atlan- 
tan who recently moved to the 
Island, have decorated Slave 
Tabby and renamed it Tabby 
House. Tabby is a mixture of 
lime, sand and oyster shells 
and was used by plantation 
owners to build their slave quar- 
ters. 


REGULAR VISITORS 


In recent weeks, island ‘‘na- 
tives’ as well as vacationers on 
the coast, have been regular 
visitors to the cabin, which, to 
all outward appearances is the 
same as it was a century ago. 
There are even snow drops, 
small peach trees and spider 


lilies planted by some of the 
slaves still in evidence. 
ditfonal planting in keeping with 
the building has been added. 
But inside, in keeping with 
its age, its background and its 
atmosphere, Tabby House, un- 


der the expert planning of Mrs. 
Gowen and Mrs. Lane, has two 
rooms done in antiques, while 
another is filled with reproduc- 
tions and unusual items.

Interior walls have been 
whitewashed as was the prac 
tice of the occupants to keep 
the ‘‘haints’’ away. Other walls 
have been papered with old 
newspapers, another tradition. 

As legend has it, the ‘‘haints”’ 
have to read every word on the 
walls before they can practice 
their voodoo magic on the in- 
habitants. But there is always 
more than a night’s reading on 
the walls! 

For an extra “safety,”’ slaves 
hung horse shoes over the 
doors, which still remain.

MILLEDGEVILLE, May 6—Now I ind how - that Sabttiern 
girl who came home from college with her Milledgeville class- 
mate last week end must have felt. She had just arrived and 
settled herself in the guest room of a ly old antebellum house 
when Milledgeville was rocked by two; murders, a suicide and 
the tail end of a tornado. 

“This,”’ inquired the guest, “is a sleepy old Southern town?” 

The only thing sleepy about Milledgeville is me. 

When they apologized for putting me in a third-floor, walka 
room at the hotel, I said, ‘‘Oh, that’s all right, I’m the athletic 
type.” And I’m fast becoming that, judging by the aching muscles 
and the burgeoning charley horses which life in this drowsy (like 
a ferris wheel) old town is bringing on. 


As far as I can make out, nobody in Milledgeville sleeps, 
except perhaps the cadets at Georgia Military College—and Ym 
not sure about that. That bugle which they blow in the cold gray 
dawn may be just a ceremonial instrument—tootled giddily to 
remind the cadets of an ancient outmoded custom known as 
sleeping. 

People in Milledgeville work. They are building houses and 
plants to employ more people to build more houses. Great num- 
bers of them go to the state hospital before good day bust. They 
open up their stores and filling stations and whistle and talk and 
carry on business in a lively manner. And in between they give 
parties, hold parades, pageants, fashion shows, home tours and 
public speakings. The past is a lovesome thing but you ‘don’t 
catch many people in Milledgeville just sitting around and ad- 
miring it. 

This is, I suppose, traditional. Mrs. Nellie Womack Hines 
tells a story of Mrs. Anne Dubignon, who lived from 1823 to 1909, 
the grand dame of this part of Georgia. She was a brilliant hostess, 
entertaining visiting dignitaries from all over the world at ‘‘Wood- 
ville,’ her plantation near Milledgeville. She reared a big family, 
took entire charge of the plantation and was a power in the 
community, attending political meetings long before other women 
ever deemed it ‘‘nice.”’ 

Mrs. Dubignon was known as “Old Miss,’’ and her contempo- 
raries in town, as well as her own household, had no doubt that 
she could take care of any emergency of any scope. According 
to Mrs. Hines, one of Mrs. Dubignon’s servants became per-. 
turbed about the Spanish-American war and went to consult a 


prominent Milledgeville judge about it. ‘ 
' “Judge,” he said, ‘‘why don’t ‘Old Miss’ and President Me: 


Kinley stop dis here war?’’ 


From the vitality of women who run big homes of Milledge- 
ville—with all their picturesque inconveniences—and still look 
beautiful and serene and welcoming when coveys of chattering, 
bright-plumaged visitors start descending on them, I feel pretty 
sure Mrs. Dubignon could have stopped that war. In fact, ‘I doubt 
if there’s anything the people of Milledgeville couldn’t do, if they 


took a notion.

Gaulle announced today the official breakup of his Rally of the 
French People (RPF) as a faction in the French National Assembly. 


De Gaulle’s finish as a party, 
leader followed the smashing de- 
feat of the party in municipal

April 26 and May 3. The RPF 
lost more than 30 per cent of its 
municipal council seats. 

Formed in April, 1947, under 
De Gaulle as a right-wing strong- 
fy anti-Communist party, the 
RPF only a year ago was the 
most powerful party in the Na- 
tional Assembly.

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Pale Children 
Not Always Sickly 


Pale children are not neces- 


sarily anemic or sickly and do 
just as well as their playmates | 
who are robust and the picture | 
of health. These conclusions | 
were reached by an English | 
physician who. studied 1,200 | 
school children between the 
ages of 4 and 11. | 


These boys and girls were 
judged to be pale by a group of | 
school authorities and were | 
lighter in weight, shorter, and | 
had a weaker grip than the | 
other pupils. But despite a ten- 
dency to an inferior physique 
and poor physical development, 
this group of pale _ children 
were healthy generally. 

They aiso had normal physi- 
cal and mental endurance and 
intelligence. Some had *good 
teeth and some bad. But they 
had no more colds or attacks 
of tonsilitis than others, the | 
blood pressure was not up nor 
the pulse rapid. 

Nowadays when pallor is the 
result of anemia the physician 
wants to know what kind of 
anemia exists because improp- 
er treatment might lead to se- 
rious consequences. 

A generation or two ago many 
adolescent girls were bothered 
with a peculiar type of anemia 
dubbed ‘‘love’ sickness’’ or 
“green sickness.” | 

Victims were portrayed as | 
gazing dreamily at a portrait of 
an idolized male. They com- 
plained of excessive fatigue, 
palpitation, dizziness, headache, 
constipation and lack of appe- 
tite and fainting was common. 

We now know that diet played 
a role but this was only part of 
the story. Most of these young 
women were too closely con- 
fined to the house and received
